Netherlands apologises 
for Indonesian colonial 
killings 


JAKARTA (AFP) - The 
Netherlands sought to "close 
a difficult chapter" with its 
farmer colony Indonesia 
Thursday by publicly apolo¬ 
gising for mass killings car¬ 
ried out by the Dutch army in 
the 1940s war of independ¬ 
ence. 

As children of some of the 
men who were massacred in 
summary executions looked 
on, Dutch ambassador to In¬ 
donesia Tjeerd de Zwaan of¬ 
fered a state apology during a 
ceremony at the country's 
embassy m Jakarta. 

'On behalf of the Dutch 
government, I apologise far 
these excesses," said the am¬ 
bassador 

The Dutch government 
hopes that this apology will 
help close a difficult chapter 
for those whose lives were 
impacted so directly by the 
violent excesses that took 
place between 1945 and 
1949." 

He was referring to the 
years of the Indonesian war 
of independence, when the 
sprawling archipelago nation 
sought to shake off Dutch 
colonial rule. 

The Hague had previously 
said sorry to the relatives of 
those in particular cases but it 


has never before offered a 
general apology for all sum¬ 
mary executions 

Last month the Dutch gov¬ 
ernment also announced that 
it would pay 20,00D euros 
($25,d00) to the widows of 
those killed 

H owever, 31 -v e ar- o 1 d 
Shafiah, whose father and 
brother were killed m an at¬ 
tack by Dutch soldi ers on her 
village in Bulukumba district 
on Sulawesi island, told AFP 
the Netherlands had not gone 
far enough 

"The Dutch government 
must not only comp ensaie the 
widows but the children as 
they also suffered from the 
lass af their fathers," said 
Shafiah, who like many In¬ 
donesians goes by one name 
and was speaking from her 
home village. 

in one of the worst atroci¬ 
ties committed by the Nether¬ 
lands in Indonesia, Dutch 
troops earned out summary 
executions m a senes of vil¬ 
lages over three months in a 
bid to wipe out resistance to 
colonisation 

Some in Indonesia have 
claimed the death tell was as 
high as 4D,QDG but historical 
studies have put it at several 
thousand.

Bashar al-Assad confirmed 
for the first tune Thursday 
that Syria plans to give up its 
chemical weapons, as the 
United States urged him and 
his Russian allies to quickly 
make goad on ins promise 

But the long-time Syrian 
leader cast fresh doubt on 
how committed he was to a 
hastily-conceived plan to se¬ 
cure Syria's poison gas 
stocks, by demanding that 
Washington first drop its 
threat of military action 
agamst his regime. 

"When we see that the 
United States truly desires 
stability m our region and 
stops threatening and seeking 
to invade, as well as stops 
arms supplies to terrorists 
then we can believe that we 
can follow through ’with the 
necessary processes," Assad 
said in an interview on Pruss¬ 
ian television. 

"Syria is handing over 
chemical weapons under in¬ 
ternational control because of 
Russia," he said 'US threats 
have not affected the deci¬ 
sion/' 

Tap US and Russian 
diplomats and weapons ex¬ 
perts launched higli-stakes 
talks late Thursday in a 
Geneva hotel to pore over the 
details of the Russian plan 

But US Secretary of State 
John Kerry warned Assad 
that "the words of the Syrian 
regime in our judgement are 
simply not enough" 

"Expectations are high 
They are high for the United 
States, perhaps even more sd 
for Russia to deliver on the 
p romi se o f thi s mom ent Tin s 
is not a game," Kerry said. 

Any deal to bring Syria's 
chemical weapons stockpile 
under international control 
"has to be credible.

It was the first time a 
federal agency had devel¬ 
oped and paid for adver¬ 
tisements aimed at 
getting people to abandon 
smoking. 

Tim McAfee, head of the 
CDC’s Office on Smoking 
and Health, called such ad 
campaigns "great invest¬ 
ments” in public health. 

The 2012 campaign 
prompted an estimated 
1.6 million smokers to at 
least attempt to quit. 

"The study shows that 
we save a year of life for 
less than $2QGT said 
McAfee in a statement. 

A second series of ads 
ran earlier this year, and a 
third round is set to go 
out in 2014.

NASA's Voyager first 
spacecraft to exit 
solar system 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Never before has a human-bmlt 
spacecraft, traveled so far 
NASA's Voyager 1 probe has 
now left the solar system and is 
wandering die galaxy, US sci¬ 
entists satd Thursday. 

Tire spacecraft was launched 
m 1377 on a mission to explore 
the outer planets of our solar 
system and to possibly j oumey 
into the unknown depths of 
outer space 

The precise position of Voy¬ 
ager has been fiercely debated 
m the past year, because scien¬ 
tists have not known exactly 
what it would look like when 
the spacecraft crossed the 
boundary of the solar system - 
- and the tool on board that was 
meant, to detect the change 
broke long ago. 

However, US space agency 
scientists now agree that Voy¬ 
ager is officially outside the 
protective bubble known as the 
heliosphere that extends at 
least eight billion miles (13 bil¬ 
lion kilometers) beyond all the 
planets m our solar system, and 


has entered a cold, dark region 
known as interstellar space. 

Their findings - which de¬ 
scribe the conditions that show r 
Voyager actually left the solar sys¬ 
tem in August 3013 - are pub¬ 
lished in Hie US journal Science 

Scientists expected that the 
direction of the magnetic field 
m space would reverse at the 
barrier known as die ke- 
liop arise. 

Tne Voyager 1 magnetome¬ 
ter did not show tins change, 
leading scientists to be extra 
c auti o u s ab out de cl anng 
whether or not the spacecraft 
had left die solar system 

Astrophysicists have pro¬ 
jected that die density of elec¬ 
tro ns in interstellar space 
would be between Q.D5 and 
0 23 per cubic centimeter, 
placing Voyager squarely in 
that range 

Voyager's instruments will 
have to shut down perma¬ 
nently m 2025, Science re¬ 
ported NASA spends $5 
million per year to operate the 
twin spacecraft.

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Celobacy up for discussion: 
new Vatican number two

CARACAS (AFP) - The 
Vati can's n e wly- de st gn ated 
Secretary of State Pietro 
Parolin said in an interview 
published here that priestly 
celibacy is an issue up for 
discussion within the 
Catholic Church. 

Celibacy "is not a dogma 
of die Church, and it can be 
discussed because it is an ec¬ 
clesiastical tradition," he said 
m the interview published 
Sunday by the Caracas 
newspaper El Universal" 

He acknowledged that a 
debate over whether priests 
must be celibate is “a great 
challenge" for the new Pope 
Francis, who named Parolin as 
the Vatican's number two on 
August 31. 

Parahn cautioned, however, 
tliat a number of factors must 
be considered in reaching a de¬ 
cision on priestly celibacy 

"One cannot simply say, it 
belongs to die past," he said, 
adding "all these decisions 
should be taken as a way to 
unite the Church, not divide it." 

"One has tD take into ac¬ 
count, when decisions are 
adopted, these criteria (the will 
of God, tiie history of the 
Church) as well as an openness 
to the signs of the times," he 
said 

The 58 -year- old Parolin, 
who was bom in the Veneto re¬ 
gion m northwestern Italy, has 
served as the Vatican's ambas¬ 
sador to Venezuela since 2009, 
a period marked by tensions 
between the Venezuelan church 
and the government of presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez, who died in 
March. 

He takes up Ins duties as the 
Vatican's secretary of state on 
October 15, replacing the con- 


Parolm said changes could 
be made in die Vatican in a" de¬ 
mocratic spirit" and with the 
"collegial leadership of the 
Church, in which all its parts 
can express themselves."
